Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yokoyama 
(US 5,476,1 18). The patent to Yokoyama discloses a throttling valve assembly 
comprising a body portion (24) presenting an inlet passage and an outlet passage, a 
valve seat (27) disposed around the inlet passage, a flexible diaphragm (26) presenting 
a throttling surface having a valve portion, the valve portion being matingly engageable 
with the valve seat and a drive assembly operably connected with the flexible 
diaphragm structure adapted to shift the diaphragm between first and second positions, 
see Figure 5.
